





COs Get 
Word On. 
Job Test

WASHINGTON — Detailed 
orders to unit personnel of- 
ficers on how to handle re- 
sults of the February testing 
of 40,000 enlisted people for 
verified primary MOSs (VP- 
MOS) were sent to the field 
this week in. Change 1 to 


’ Circular 611-22. The February 


examinations were the first 
issued in Army history for 
VPMOS’s, a new addition to 
the Enlisted Evaluation Sys- 
tem. 


Results of the tests will be an- 
nounced soon. An EM must have 
scored 70 or above to be awarded 
a VPMOS. If in the February test- 
ing a man scored above 70, person- 
nel officers will issue special or- 
ders redesignating the primary 
MOS as a VPMOS. This will mean 
that a man is qualified to serve any 
place in the Army in his primary 
MOS. 

Results of the February testing 
also will give the Army its first in- 
dication of how many men are 
being used in their right MOSs, 
and what percentage of men carry- 
ing certain primary MOSs are 
either qualified (verified) or do 
not have enough skill to be holding 
their MOS numbers. Army authori- 
ties are eagerly awaiting results of 
the February examinations. 


Ultimately, through the system, 
the Army hopes to have every ca- 
reer man in the right job and skill 
level, or retrain or reclassify him 
where he is qualified (verified) to 
serve. 

Those among the 40,000 tested 
in February who have scored above 
70 have no worries at.all about. be- 
ing reclassified, or ordered to re- 
training. But there is still incen- 
tive to score as high as possible 
because the results are used not 
only for VPMOS but for pro-pay 
awards. 

Those who fail to score above 70 
will face reclassification boards, 
which will be convened under AR 
611-203. According to the new in- 
structions this week, the classifi- 
cation boards will recommend one 
of the following 

1. Retention -of the curtent mn

WASHINGTON Start- 
ing this week, the enlisted 
men of the Army, for the first 
time in history, will have 
their own registered lobbyist 
on Capitol Hill. 


He will be the representative of 
the Association of Regular Army 
Sergeants, an organization of 10,- 
000 Arfhy career enlisted men, 
most of them still on active duty. 

In a_ carefully-worded _ state- 
ment, announcing that it was add- 
ing legislative liaison to the serv- 
ice it provides its members, the 
association made it clear that 
opinions will be expressed only 
on matters of personnel benefits 
and that its programs will not be 
in conflict with the “policies and 
desires” of the Department of the 
Army and DOD. 

In deciding to go into legislative 
work, ARAS was following the lead 
of the Fleet Reserve Association, 
an organization of 50,000 active 
and retired Navy and Marine Corps 
enlisted men, which has had a

Spaceman to Ride Army Bird

WASHINGTON — The astronaut 
who takes the first sub-orbital 
ride down the Atlantic missile 
range will be boosted into the 
threshold of space—if all goes as 
planned—by what is probably the 
U.S.’s most reliable missile. 

The Army’s Redstone missile is 
scheduled “very soon” to send a 
man 300 miles down the Atlantic 
and 110 miles high, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra- 
tion says.

Aboard the capsule, the astro- 
naut will probably be subjected to 
a five-minute span when he will 
be weightless. 

His journey obviously won’t be 
a picnic, but the missile that is 
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to send the capsule aloft has an 
unsurpassed performance record. 
Maj. Gen. J. A. Barclay, deputy 
commander of the Army Ordnance 
Missile Command and former com- 
mander of the Army Ballistic Mis- 
sile Agency, says that in eight years 
of tests by the Army, there have 
been “only two unsuccessful fir- 
ings.” 

Even if this first sub-orbital ef- 
fort is a success, the Redstoné will 
have more work to do for NASA. 
A space agency spokesman told 
Army Times that. the 69-foot, 200- 
mile atomic-capable missile is slat- 
ed to carry an astronaut least 
three other sub-orbital ts. this 
year. He said that the flights would 
travel “roughly over the same 
flight profile (path)” as the initial 
sub-orbital shot.

WASHINGTON—The new 
Officer Efficiency Reporting 
System was formally an- 
nounced this week by the 
Army at a briefing for the 
press by personnel officials. 


The new system departs radically 
from the one now in effect by put- 
ting emphasis on actual perform- 
ance of specific current duties, by 
| requiring formal (and informal) 

|counseling of officers by their 
raters and by dropping the of- 
' ficer’s Efficiency Index (OEI) and 
Army Standardized Scoring (ASR) 
| system from the efficiency report 
| program. 
The new system becomes effec- 
tive on 1 Oct. 1961. Its basic docu- 
ments are a completely rewritten 
AP. 623-105 and a wholly revised 
Officer Efficiency Report, DA 
Form 67-5. Both documents are be- 
| ing printed and will be distributed 
to the field soon. 

The new system as-presented by 
the Army this week applies solely 
to the active Army officer and war- 
rant officer corps at this time. But 
it will be extended to include both 
the Army Reserve and the Army 
National Guard in the immediate 
future. 

In addition to the major changes 
in philosophy implied above, the 
new system includes these changes: 

® Rating officers are forbidden 
to show efficiency reports to those 
they rate. 

® Raters know the score which

RA Officer Top

WASHINGTON—The ceiling on Army regular officer 
strength set at 39,600 in 1956 was removed by President 
Kennedy this week, and the Army can now go forward to 
an RA strength of 49,500 officers authorized by the RA 


augmentation act. 


The -law was enacted in 1956, 
but at that time then President 
Eisenhower set on an interim ceil- 
ing of the 39,600 figure. At the be- 
ginning of that year, the Army had 
26 percent RA of the total officers 
on active duty. The augmentation 
act was designed to permit the 
Army to achieve a 50 percent 
Regular officer corps. With Presi- 
dent Kennedy’s action the Army 
can now move toward that goal. 

With current RA strength of 37,- 
200, the Army expects to proceed 
slowly until it has the 49,500 ceil- 
ing by 1966. The Army also ex- 
plained: 

“In addition to normal input of 
officers from the USMA and the 
DMG-ROTC program each year, 
the RA selection board, which se- 
lects personnel under the current 
RA augmentation program, may 
continue its current program with- 
out being required to curtail its 
activities because of lack of 
knowledge as to the time for re- 
moval of this interim ceiling. 

“The Army still has its own self- 
imposed restrictions dealing prim- 
arily with vacancies in branches 
and within year groups. The pur 
pose of these restrictions is to 
achieve a balance between the in- 
put of officers and anticipated 
losses, and at the same time effect 
a timely achievement of the maxi- 





mum ceiling without sacrificing 
quality.” 

Promotion of RA officers to 
their permanent grades will not be 
affected by removal of the interim 
ceiling, it was said.

Selection boards have been con- 
vened in Washingtow to consider 
all officers named on this list for 
temporary promotion to major. 
The selections will be made on the 
“best qualified” basis. Of the total 
number of captains listed, 8287 
were Army officers, 88 were 
chaplains ne 80 were officers in 
the Women’s Army Corps. 

Primary zones of consideration 
include officers serviing on active 
duty in the grade of captain whose 
AUS promotion eligibility dates 
are on or before 31 May 1956.

Two Additional Hawk Missile Units 


To Be Activated to Make Total 13 


WASHINGTON — Two more 
Hawk surface-to-air missile bat- 
talions will be attivated by the 
Army this spring, bringing the 
number of Hawk. units in the 
Army to a total of 13. The two bat- 
talions are being activated to re- 
place two trained battalions which 
will be sent to Europe in May and 
June, 

The two units to be activated 
are the 8th Msl Bn., 15th Artil- 
lery; and the 6th Msl. Bn., 62d Ar- 
tillery. Scheduled to leave Fort 
Bliss for European assignment in 
May and June are the 6th Msl. 


Bn., 52d Artillery; and the 6th 
Ms]. Bn., 59th Artillery. 

Each unit is made up of 38 
officers, eight warrants and 469 
enlisted men. Each has four bat- 
teries with six launchers each. 
Both units will join the two Hawk 
battalions already deployed with 
U.S. Army Europe as part of our 
NATO force.

Jr. and Gen. George H. Decker, 
Chief of Staff, stressed the need for 
increases in airlift capability and 
guerilla warfare forces.

Secretary Stahr said that “during 
the past year the communists have 
continued to improve the military 
power which has always provided 
the means or backdrop for their 
aggression.” He warned that “we 
cannot afford to ignore this stead- 
ily developing military posture.” 

Gen. Decker added that “fail- 
ure to maintain such capabilities 
(for defense of far-flung areas) 
would mean that an aggressor 
could effectively pressure and 
blackmail the free world; the in- 
evitable result would be an isolated 
fortress America.” 








extremely mobile and suitable for 
use either for defense of vital in-

The Hawk’s low-altitude capabil- 
ity complements the Army’s high- 
altitude Hercules missile for sur- 
face-to-air missile defense. 

Accepted as a NATO weapon, 
the Hawk will be. produced in 
Europe by Belgium, France, West 
Germany, Italy and the Nether- 
lands.

In Dual Pay Rules

.  WASHINGTON—Carlisle P. Runge, Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Manpower, this week told a House subcom- 
mittee that the Defense Department does not plan at this 


time to push for legislation that would ease dual con-| } 


pensation statutes affecting retired regulars. 


Runge said he realized that one 
of the roadblocks to a loosening of 
dual compensation restrictions is 
the effect that employment of re- 
tired servicemen in high civil serv- 
ice jobs has on the morale of ca- 
reer civil servants. 

He agreed with subcommittee- 
men when they said that, perhaps, 
it would be better for servicemen 
to stay in the military for longer 
periods to pursue their chosen ca- 
reers rather than leaving the serv- 
ice relatively early to enter civil 
service. 

He implied that he is in favor 
of officers and enlisted men serv- 
ing in the military as long as they 
are able rather than retiring when 
they fulfill the required minimum 
service for retirement. | 

He emphasized, however, that re- 
tired military members not cov- 
ered by dual employment statutes 
are considered for government 
jobs solely on the basis of merit 
along with all other eligible appli- 
cants. “No preference in employ- 
ment is accorded them other than 
that provided veterans generally 
by the Veterans’ Preference Act of 
1944,” he said. 


He said it is DOD policy to em- 








ploy the best qualified applicants 
available.

OF THE 71,823 military mem- 
bers who retired during fiscal year 


1958 through FY-1960, approxi-| ' 


mately 2000 or 2.8 percent went to 
work for Defense in a civilian ca- 
pacity during FY-60, Runge told 
the subcommittee. “Of this num- 
ber,” he said, “nearly 1450 or 73 
percent were enlisted men whose 
average monthly retirement of 
$164 must be supplemented by oth- 
er. employment.” 

When Congressmen asked about 
servicemen filling jobs for which 
no military training was necessary 
and which were actually civil serv- 
ice-type positions, Runge said he 
would. investigate specific cases 
where this occurs. 

Runge testified that DOD civilian 
employment strength as of Febru- 
ary 1961 was 1,033,000, a reduc- 
tion of 14,000 since 30 June 1960. 
The reduction included the trans- 
fer of 5000 employes to the Na- 
tional Aeronautics and Space Ad- 
ministration. He said Defense 
plans to stay at the 1,033,000 level 
for the remainder of FY-61, ex- 
cept for normal seasonal changes.

Rejects Pay 


Claim for War Il Travel 


WASHINGTON A former 
Army officer has failed in his 
third attempt to collect for travel 
expenses in 1942 and 1943 because 
the General Accounting Office 
stuck to its guns and said he filed 
his claim to late. 


In a recent decision (B-145204) 
the Comptroller General told the 
persistent ex-Army man that his 
claim was sent to the GAO after 
the 10-year statute of limitations 
killed his chance to collect. 

The former officer, released 
from active duty in 1946, sent his 
claim to GAO in 1960. The 
Comptroller turned it down on the 
basis that more than 10 years had 
passed since the date the claim 
was first made. The officer then 
filed another claim with GAO, 
stating that he had originally sub- 
mitted the claim in 1946 but that 
it was indorsed from one place 
te another for years without ac- 
tion. 

Again, the Comptroller ruled 
that the Soldiers’ and Sailers’ 
Civil Relief Act of 1940 prevented 
the claim to be honored because 
of the limitations statute. The 
Comptroller held that since the 
man left the Army in 1946 and his 
claim was sent to GAO in 1960 it 
was barred from consideration be- 
cause the man did not have any 
active service after 1946 which 
would have stopped the running 
of the 10-year statute. 

This ruling only prompted the 
officer to play his trump card. 
He said he served on short periods 
of active duty prior to 1956 which

LIKE FRA, ARAS is strictly a 
career man’s outfit. FRA requires 
a minimum of six years active 
duty. ARAS takes in NCOs in pay 
grades E5 through E-9. FRA is 
about 80 percent active duty men; 
ARAS about 90 percent. 

ARAS is organized in barracks, 
which is the name it gives to its 
local units or branches. There are 
55 barracks spread over the 
globe. Legislative representation 
is just one of the functions of 
ARAS. Barracks give most of 
their energy to local community 
and educational projects which 
will “aid in the establishment of 
a more learned and sophisticated 
NCO Corps,” according to SFC 
Richard R. Bloom, director of pub- 
lic relations. An example is Bar- 
racks III at Fort Totten, N. Y. 
which has just set up two scholar- 
ships for children of enlisted men 
at the post. The dues in ARAS 
are $7.50 a year, $2.50 of which 
stays in the local barracks. 

ARAS president Roland Milton, 
45, was one of the early mem- 
bers of the association, which is 
new five years old.

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GAO Raps Service

These are typical complaints. 


Service leaders and congressmen 
get them. They appear in the 
Army Times “Letters” column. 
Pentagon officials worry about 
them, hoping they do not reflect 
the views of many service people. 
They fear a further deterioration 
in the retention situation. 

Are the charges justified? Are 
the little extras of military life 
being whittled away, without the 
introduction of new or improved 
benefits to replace them? Or do 
many servicemen tend to overlook 
benefits the government has 
granted and concentrate only on 
those which have been removed? 

Before striking a plus-or-minus 
balance, let’s back up a bit. Com- 
paring service benefits today with 
those before World War II un- 
questionably reveals a “worsening” 
for some groups. The unhurried, 
almost carefree life many pre-War 
II officers enjoyed is history. NCOs 
in those days, too, even at pay of 
$150-$160 a month, lived well. A 
can of vegetables cost four or five 
cents in the commissary, prime 
steak maybe 15 cents a pound. 
Many officers and noncoms had 
spacious quarters, perhaps serv- 
ants. Officers had their enlisted 
“strikers”. Many lived it up and 
still banked much of their pay.

Hardship problems among the 
lower enlisted grades were few. 
Most were single, demanded little, 
and the government provided. Pro- 
motions were much slower than 
today, but they got along in their 
little world removed from the 
mainstream of life. 

Government actions in the late 
thirties, which tended to put more 
money in the pockets of the “aver- 
age” man, began to be felt by the 
military in the early forties. The 
financial gap between officers and 
NCOs on the one hand, and lower 
grade enlisted men on the other, 
started to compress. 

World War II hastened this 
trend. All military pay rates 
increased, but the recruit’s basic 
rate went up most—from $21 to 
$50 a month in 1942. A succession 
of benefits for all in later years 
brought a faster rate increase to 
enlisted people. This reflected a 
national trend to narrow somewhat 





the economic gap between the) 
“haves” and the “have nots”, 
Today, therefore, officers rank- 
ing at lieutenant colonel or above | 
doubtless don’t have it so good, in 
comparison with enlisted people 
and the general public, as they did 
25 years ago. This does not rep- 
resent a lament for today’s high- 
rankers, however, for it was the 


field grade and star groups who 
came off best in the last military 
pay raise, in 1958.

THE FRAMERS of the 1958 Pay 
Act assumed that the way to keep 
skilled men in service was to set 
high pay rates at the top of the 
pay ladders. The theory was that 
young men would find them at- 
tractive goals to work for. The 
same principle was applied to the 
enlisted structure, with adoption 
of the supergrades. 

Doubt has been raised whether 
this is working out in practice. 
Many junior officers and men 
Claim that a splendid salary 20 
years from now will not fill the 
grocery bag today. Spotty-to-poor 
retention of men in critical skills 
underscores this thinking. 

Contrasts and paradoxes abound 
in an evaluation of military bene- 
fits of today and yesteryear. 

Men at remote stations may, in- 
deed, find fewer bargains at the 
exchange and an absence of other 
traditional benefits. With housing 
unobtainable at or near distant 
posts, they may have to maintain 
“second households.” Certainly, 
these things are cause for com- 
plaint. 

Conversely, few protests issue 
from families enjoying adequate 
quarters at well-equipped posts in 
reasonable-cost areas. Their most 
important personal problem —a 
comfortable, properly-priced dwell- 
ing—is solved. They can take ad- 


| vantage of other good things the 


services offer. 

But that is not the case with 
some families who must live off- 
post. They may have to live 20 to 
30 miles away. Probably tied 
‘down with young children, they 
can seldom use on-post conven- 
iences. 
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Similar contrasts exist among 
ranking people. The field grade 
Air Force flyer at a per diem em 
bassy post may bank several thou | 
sand dollars a year. Not so the| 
Army 0-5 at the Pentagon or in| 
New York or at some other sky-| 
high Stateside area. 

These cases underscore the un- 
accountable position of the govern- | 
ment in prescribing per diem al. | 
lowances for oversea areas but not | 
for Stateside locations. 

So it is that the “luck of the 
draw” plays a big part in deter-| 
mining whether some servicemen | 
“make out” financially. Those at | 
the “right place” may reap the full | 
rewards of service life; at other 


places it can be rough. 

. * * 
MILITARY HOUSING, then, is | 
doubtless the most important 


single benefit for married service- | 
men (and the majority are mar- 
ried). Availability of decent on-| 
post quarters means substantial 
savings in many ways, because “on 
the post” is where the good things | 
of service life are to be found. | 

These “good things” may vary, | 
but they generally include club 
activities and associations, golfing | 
(at modest green fees), club swim.- | 
ming pools, 75-cent haircuts (twice | 
that much in town), 25-cent movies, 
tax-free smokes and beer, aero 
clubs, low-cost meals at the mess, 
dining-ins, modest savings at post 
service stations, thrift shops and 
post schools. 

Those, of course, comprise only 
a fraction of the benefits which | 
have been provided for service-| 
men, as later installments in this 
series will point out. Even this| 
short list looks enticing in reten-| 
tion pamphlets and_ recruiting 
literature, and it is in fact full of | 
value to many.

But to the people living away 
from a_post, the delights may be 
come more apparent than real.

THE SERVICES have built tens 
of thousands of new quarters in 
recent years. But the need con- 
tinues, for both long-service peo- 
ple and for lower graders—the 
latter particularly. 

For it is among the lower en- 
listed and officer grades where the 
personnel turnover is worst and 
therefore the most costly in terms 
of dollars and unit effectiveness. 
Yet—and this might seem the 
most pointed paradox of all—it is 
the low graders who are at the tail 
end of the housing assignment 
lists. 

With not enough housing to go 
around, those who need it the 
most—those who would be most 
likely to change their minds and 
“go career” if they got military 
housing—are the last to get it, or 
will never get it. Instead, housing 
is assigned, in most cases, to peo- 
ple who fully intend to continue 
to serve. 

The suggestion has been made 
—how seriously we do not know— 
that housing assignment priority 
should be in reverse order of rank, 
thereby giving lieutenants and 
lower grade married enlisted peo- 
ple first crack, placing field 
graders and supergraders at the 
bottom of the list. 

What a bombshell this would bel 
But it might solve the retention 
problem and build a truly pro- 
fessional force.

No Tour Waivers 


A newspaper syndicate published a 
Washington story last week to the effect 
that the Army is planning to keep soldiers 
with big families in the United States to 
reduce travel costs. Through its outlets all 
over the country, Scripps-Howard also said 
the Army is completing a plan which would 
limit overseas duty generally to men with no 
more than three dependents. It reported, 
too, that a total of 63,433 officers and men 
and possibly as many as 300,000 dependents 
could be affected. 

All of this was. so much mishmash. It 
was also irresponsible journalism which 
needs correction. 

No major changes in methods of assign- 
ment are being planned by the Army now. 
There may be minor refinements in the of- 
ficer and enlisted systems, but no one is 
going to escape his long or short tour over- 
geas because he has more than three chil- 
dren. . 

The story published was based on a 
transcript of hearings before the House Mili- 
tary Appropriations committee at which Lt. 
Gen. James F. Collins, deputy chief of staff 
for personnel, testified. What he said was 
that the Army has a “mechanism” to decide 
who goes overseas. This is the by-name as- 
signed program for officers which was re- 
cently extended to the enlisted grades. Col- 
lins said that, all things being equal, the man 
with the smallest family would be sent over 
first. The important words are “all things 
being equal.” 

Take an instance. The Army receives a 
levy from overseas for a certain enlisted 
grade, MOS and skill level. Computing ma- 
chines sort out the men available for duty 
overseas. If it turned out that there was a 
soldier with eight dependents and another 
with only three, both having the same grade, 
MOS and skill level and — rare, indeed — 
both due for duty abroad on the same day, 
the man with the smaller family would be 
sent over first. 

If the Army based assignments on the 
number of a sponsor’s dependents, it might 
as well throw away its entire enlisted man- 
agement and by-name assignment programs. 
Abandoned, too, would be the current drive 
to shake out Stateside homesteaders. 

Imagine the confusion if oversea assign- 
ments were based on a system where a man 
with more than three children would always 
atay in the States. Many families might de- 
cide to live cheaper by the dozen and stay at 
home forever, once they got a soft spot. Con- 
versely, such a program could lead to a large 
number of resignations; many sponsors with 
large families like the long tour overseas. 
And, while perhaps we should not mention 
this, some fathers of numerous progeny like 
short tours such as the 13-month hitch in 
Korea. It means “Mama” stays at home, the 
children are out from underfoot and the 
married soldier can “batch it” for a bit. 

There are some 63,433 officers and en- 
listed men in the Army who have four or 
more children. Latest figures are:

That means that 4936 Army families 
have eight or more children, and that a 
total of 48,700 EM have four or more chil- 
dren. Since most of these men are top-grade 
careerists, to exempt them from overseas 
service could mean that, except for a few 
bachelors, there would be no first sergeants 
or sergeants major to rotate for duty abroad. 

So the Army has no plans to materially 
change its present assignment systems. 
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Make Teaching a Career 


By “THREE INSTRUCTORS” 
NCO Academy, Fort Bliss, Tex. 


A condition exists in the Army today 
whereby senior NCOs with extensive ex- 
perience, and outstanding ability are be- 
ing penalized for possessing these traits. 
We are referring specifically to NCO mili- 
tary science instructors (assigned at NCO 
academies, ROTC units, etc.). These NCOs 
are being denied tangible identification 
and opportunity for advancement because 
of the lack of a career field covering this 
vital NCO assignment. 


To achieve the required proficiency in 
any given MOS is a relatively simple task 
compared to achieving proficiency in the 
art of military instruction. Whereas MOS 
proficiency can be attained in a matter 
of months by the average NCO, the art 
of effective instructing requires years of 
practice and constant effort on the part 
of the highest caliber NCO. This fact is 
recognized in civilian society where teach- 
ing is' an esteemed career followed by 
thousands; a career which warrants pres- 
tige, requires special educational prepara- 
tion and years of constant practice before 
proficiency is attained. 

Is military instruction, with its aim of 
national defense, of less importance than 
high school or college instruction? It is 
not. Teaching is a profession—the Army 
should recognize it as such.

SEVERAL ARTICLES, written by sen- 
ior commanders, in recent military publi- 
cations have indicated that instructors in 
NCO academy assignments should set the 
standards for all NCOs throughout the 
Army. Therefore, these instructors should 
be senior NCOs selected on their ability 
to instruct, their platform presence, and 
their outstanding leadership. traits. 

It has also been stated that to be se- 
lected to instruct at an NCO academy or 
civilian college should be the pinnacle 
of an NCOs career. This concept is com- 
mendable. However, in actuality, reaching 


the pinnacle by this route is presently im- 


possible. 


First, every career NCO wants to feel 
that he is going to be able to progress 
in his chosen field. This is impossible as 
a military science instructor because he 
has no specific career field in which to 
progress. 


Secondly, in most cases, these instruc- 
tors are not chosen by MOS, but by inter- 
view and ability recognized by their im- 
mediate commanders. They are not iden- 
tified other than by a temporary additional 
skill digit. 

* a ae 

THE ESTABLISHMENT of military sci- 
ence instructor as a separate career field 
would offer the following advantatges to 
the Army: Since achieving the MOS is dif- 
ficult, the MOS would speak for the man, 
and the extensive search for NCOs with 
ability in this highly selective field would 
be unnecessary. 

Present methods by personnel sections 
of screening and selecting applicants, who 
might succeed as professional instructors, 
is inadequate’ in many respects because 
nothing in the 201 file indicates experi- 
ence or potential ability on the platform. 
Consider also the tremendous advantage in 
the event of total mobilization when the 
immediate pinpointing of qualified instruc- 
tor cadre, with experience, becomes im- 
measurably important. 

In summary, a solution to the problem 
presented might be the establishment of 
the afore-mentioned career field with the 
following natural progression:

If this suggestion is adopted it would 
make the career of a military science in- 
structor a highly attractive field with the 
type of healthy competition that would 
maintain for the Army a nucleus of train- 
ed and proficient NCO instructors with 
which to build an efficient NCO Corps.

Try Bonus Plan 


On Car Shipments 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.: Having 
read in Army Times of the finan- 
cial costs of shipping privately 
owned automobiles of servicemen 
back and forth from overseas, and 
of the congressional concern there- 
to, I offer the following possible 
solution to this problem. 

As stated in Army Times, the 
problems inherent in the Army 
running used car lots overseas 
would far outweigh the possible 
savings in shipping costs. 

However, a bonus program for 
personnel eligible to ship cars 
back would save on shipping costs. 
The way this could work would be 
for-a person who is eligible to ship 
a car back at government expense, 
but sold this car to another eligible 
person before leaving the oversea 
theater, to receive a bonus of, say 
one-third of the normal shipping 
cost. 

The following safeguards would 
prohibit this from becoming a 
racket to defraud the government. 

1. Car must have been registered 
in the theater for a period of, say 
six months before rotation. 

2. Foreign manufactured 
would not be eligible. 

3. Seller must be eligible for 
shipment of car at government ex- 
pense. 

4. Buyer must also be eligible 
for shipment of car at government 
expense.

Extra Jobs Are 


Economical Need 


WASHINGTON, D.C.: Concerning 
your lead story (1 April) about a 
contemplated order prohibiting 
service personnel to hold “extra” 
jobs: the idea is not a very good 
one and highly discriminatory. 

Do people really believe that 
servicemen, and especially married 
ones, find extra jobs for the fun of 
it? I wouldn’t go out and work at 
night, leaving my wife and chil- 
dren, if I didn’t need the money. 
Some people in this nation are on 
fixed, and not unlimited, incomes. 

What is this guff about such 
personnel affecting the chronically 
unemployed areas of our nation? 
Name an Army camp outside of 
Pittsburgh, Detroit or New York 
City, large enough to effect unem- 
ployment. 

Why the preoccupation with the 
standard of living of civilian work- 
ers, but not of the men who have 
made sacrifice for their nation a 
career? The idea that the service- 
man should live on his present 
base income, set some three years 
ago, and not be allowed to supple- 
ment it, is discriminatory. 

Why? Well, let’s look at the rec- 
ord. At Fort McNair, there is what 
is called.a “General’s Row.” For 
their housing allowance, the gen- 
eral officers receive a home while 
they are stationed in Washington. 

Now get this. I cannot afford a 
three-bedroom apartment here in 
Washington, so I, a low-ranking 
sergeant, am forced to go out and 
get a $14,000 mortgage on my back 
and in peak winter months pay as 
high as $140 per month. I earn 
about $4300 per year at most. 

The general officer who could 
afford to purchase a substantial

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Too Many Staying in Plush Stateside Artillery Jobs 


By “MAJOR” 
Oversea Station 


From all indications in the 
field, it is about time that Ar- 
tillery: Officer Career ‘“Mangle- 
ment” establish a policy or throw 
out whatever system is used in 
determining assignment. (EM 
have a similar problem). 

More demoralizing than the 
past flap on dependent travel is 
to be a victim of a short (23 
to 28 months) CONUS tour and 
go overseas again while other Ar- 
tillery officers next door or in 
the same unit have 8-10 years 
in CONUS, (split-tour, Fort Bliss 


and Fort Sill) and possess like - 


qualifications. Further, this “sup- 
posendly in great demand over- 
seas” officer spends 50% of his 


time overseas (without volun- 
teering) while his contemporary 
couldn’t get beyond 45% by 
spending the next eight years 
overseas (computation on 20 
years’ service). 

Then we have the officer who 
spends his career in_ school, 
ROTC, attache and staff assign- 
ments and as an LC he gets a 
battalion — and what a mess! 
How this is accomplished is an- 
other mystery. 


THERE is a shortage of mis- 
sile-experienced officers, grant- 
ed; some were malassigned, but 
others did not desire the respon- 
sibilities and by “crying” to the 
right people they evaded assign- 
ment in a critical field and have 


acquired plush jobs and in most 
cases are concerned with them- 
selves and OEI and not “the good 
of the service.” 


I don’t believe there is much 
argument (with few exceptions) 
against the concept that a “good” 
battalion or higher staff officer 
worked his way through a bat- 
tery, a good instructor needs the 
field experience to go with his 
instrumental assignment, and 
that commanders, battalion or 
up, have been in the seat, bat- 
tery on up. 3

I RECOMMEND THAT: 

@ Months overseas and assign- 
ments be equalized. When criti- 
cal MOSs are needed for second 
tour, take the overage MOSs and 


a short course or OJT and qual- 
ify an individual for his tour, 

® Any MOS possessed by an 
individual be used to fill an over- 
sea levy, rather than grabbing 
the man working in the MOS and 
not due for another oversea tour, 
considering his contemporaries 
(the case of 0200, commo, and 
1190, missiles). 

® Those personnel that have 
become. “specialists,” i.e., the 
MOS 1181 “you-can’t-touch-me- 
for-overseas type,” be limited to 
grade of captain and have had 
three years total with troops 
(not all time spent as FO, 
either) before promotion eligibil- 
ity. Sure, this 1181 MOS took two 
years of college or one year at 


Bliss to obtain, but the obliga- 
tion is only for three years after 
completion, and they can then 
perform as missile unit officers. 


® More Regular Army officers 
be missile-trained and “fielded” 
to gain the experience for future 
missile systems as writers, in- 
structors, researchers, etc. 


@ All personnel be rotated 
through troop, staff, and miscel- 
laneous assignments to equalize 
the efficiency report index, so 
that “ability to command” and a 
few others get a true test. I 
feel. this would give all officers 
equal opportunity at plush, lit- 
tle responsibility assignments 
and command or field (stand tall 
once a week) assignments.

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American Presidential _poli- 
ticking never has smelled ex- 
actly like a rose. But the odor 
in recent years has been pleas- 
ant, compared to the post-Civil 
War period. 

When Ru- 
therford B. 
Hayes took 
office in 1876, 
he was ex- 
tremely sen- 
sitive about 
the crooks 
and hacks in 
his Republi- 
can party (the 
earlier Grant 
adm in istra- ae 
tions were HOROWITZ 
among the most corrupt in our 
history). One particularly nasty 
spot was the New York Custom 
House, where the boss worked 
on commission and where the 
payroll was kept filled with loyal 
Republicans. When the New 
York odor got too strong, Presi- 
dent Hayes fired the head of 
the Custom House, a politician 
named Chester Alan Arthur. 

The Republicans held their 
1880 convention in Chicago, and 
they suffered through 33 steam- 
ing roll call votes without de- 
ciding between U. S. Grant and 
James G. Blaine, “the continental 
liar from the state of Maine.” 
On the 34th ballot, somebody 
nominated James A.- Garfield, a 
psychology took hold and on 
the 36th ballot, dark horse Gar- 
field was nominated. 

Sen. Roscoe Conkling, the boss 
of the Stalwart faction of the 
GOP and a‘ politician who was 
nauseated by the word “reform,” 
was miffed because his man 
Grant didn’t make it, and it look- 
ed as if New York’s wealthy and 
potent Republicans were going 
to sit on their locked pocket- 
books. If there’s anything that 
discourages a politician, it’s a 
stingy contributor, and in order 
to increase the generosity of the 
Wall Street boys, Garfield of- 
fered the vice presidential spot 
to a New Yorker. After it was 
turned down by one New Yorker, 
another accepted it. 

7 * . 

THE MAN who accepted it 
was Chester A. Arthur, who a 
few years before had been boot- 
ed out of his Custom House job. 
To put it mildly, Arthur’s poli- 
tical reputation was fragrant. 

In his new book, “Decisions of 
Destiny” (World Publishing Co., 
$5.), author Richard Tobin points 
out that vice presidential nomi- 
nee Arthur had never held any 
elective office, was assumed by 
most Americans to be a crook, 
and was associated with the cor- 
rupt Conkling Stalwarts since 
the end ofthe Civil War. In 





addition, the public was fed up 
with so many years of treasury 
raiding, and it looked like a 
Democratic shoo-in. 

The Democrats, copying the 
Republican technique of choos- 
ing a popular general, picked 
Gen. W. S. Hancock. He was the 
kind of political campaigner who 
made enemies by instinct, and 
the Democrats managed to lose 
—by fewer than 10,000 votes out 
of nine million. 

- * * 


GARFIELD took over the 
White House, and a few months 
later he was shot by a dissatisfied 
officer seeker. He lingered be- 
tween life and death for 80 days, 
and during that time the Cabinet 
failed to conduct any public busi- 
ness. Arthur, the Vice President, 
was completely ignored by Wash- 
ington officialdom. Finally, Gar- 
field succumbed and the former 
New York customs collector be- 
came President of the United 
States. 

After the oath was adminis- 
tered by a reluctant Chief Just- 
ice, one politician said: “Chet 
Arthur, President of the United 
States! Good God!” And he had 
good reason to be unhappy. 
Arthur had raked in almost 
$50,000 a year as a disreputable 
customs collector (they worked 
on commission in those days); he 
was mixed up in a mysterious 
quarter of a million dollar law 
suit; he associated with the low- 
est types of connivers and ward 
heelers; he was part of a system 
that extracted campaign contri- 
butions from aH job holders; 
and he had already been fired 
by an earlier President. 

If any President came into of- 
fice with everything against him, 
Arthur did. He was without pop- 
ular favor or support from his 
own party. His party leaders 
hated him, personally, and conk- 
ling called him “His Accidency.” 
Some people actually wanted him 
impeached right away. But the 
man whom the public thought it 
knew was not the same man who 
took the President’s oath.

DESPITE his reputation, 
Arthur was a man of taste, breed- 
ing and polish. He enjoyed 
poetry, his drawing-room man- 
ners were perfect, his clothes 
were impeccable. His wife was 
from a fine Virginia family. He 
enjoyed good wines and delicate 


cooking. 

When Arthur took over the 
White House, he decided the 
place looked too frumpy and 
gingerbready. He told Congress 
he was going to do the place 
over, out of his own pocket if 
necessary, and he called in artist 
Louis Comfort Tiffany (of the 
New York Tiffanys) to be in 


charge. Twenty-four wagonloads 
of bric-a-brac and tasteless junk 
were auctioned off, and the 
White House got its first eleva- 
tor and plumbing. 

He lived high. At one time he 
ordered 25 new coats from his 
tailor. He had flowers shipped 
in regularly from New York, his 
chief was an expert in French 
cooking, and he rode around 
Washington in a swanky landau 
by mahagony-colored geldings 
wearing monogrammed blankets. 
His muttonchop side burns were 
cared for by the first full-time 
valet in White House history.

BUT he did more than that. 
To the surprise of his old bud- 
dies in their smokéd-filled rooms, 
he got the first Civil Service bill 
through Congress, erasing many 
of the spoils system evils. He 
appointed no political cronies to 
big jobs, no more Conklingite 
Stalwarts got into the Custom 
House, and he vetoed the tradi- 
tionally pork barrel rivers and 
harbors legislation. He tried to 
build up the Army to fight the 
Indians out West, and he became 
the father of the modern Navy 
by refusing to recondition the 
worn-out Civil War fleet. He 
even proposed a kind of reci- 
procal trade treaty which was 
about 75 years ahead of its time. 

When it ¢ame time for reelec- 
tion, many of the common people 
wanted to support him. 

But reform-minded citizens 
couldn’t get over their original 
misgivings, and the party hacks 
couldn’t get over Arthur’s failure 
to come through with the patron- 
age. And many people assumed 
that his striped pants and fine 
wines were coming out: of the 
public treasury. He wasn’t re- 
nominated. 

As up-and-coming Congress- 
man Joe Cannon put it in 1884, 
“Arthur was defeated by his 
trousers.”

ne OFFICIAL United States warning to Fidel Castro 
that his’ affiliation with international communism 
constitutes a clear and present danger to the Americas 


and all their peoples, would 
hardly have been published un- 
Jess there was good reason to 
believe that it would command 
widespread support among oth- 
er American states. 

Its publication at this time 
must be considered in connec- 
tion with two developments in 
the military field: first, the rapid 
expansion of the U.S. Army’s 
training program for guerrilla 
and anti-guerrilla warfare — its 
facilities are to be made avail- 
able to the forces of Latin-Amer- 
ican countries at a special train- 
ing area in Panama; and second, 
the Soviet-directed training pro- 
gram for Cuban jet fighter pilots 
now under way in Czechoslo- 
vakia. 

* * a 

THE TIME FACTORS involved 
in these programs are interest- 
ing, since it is clear that the 
rising internal pressures within 
Cuba and among Cuban exiles in 
our own and other American 
countries are reaching levels at 
which explosive results may be 
expected. 

There are two kinds of ex- 
plosions: controlled explosions 
which accomplish a designed 
purpose and uncontrolled ex- 
plosions which may do more 
or less damage at unexpected 
times or may waste their vio- 
lence harmlessly in the at- 
mosphere. 

Certainly, if a “controlled ex- 
plosion” by which anti-Castro 
forces sought to upset the Cas- 
tro regime were to occur, most 
citizens of the U.S. would hope 
for its success. Its chances of 
being effective will be consider- 
ably increased if those con- 
cerned in it are not only well 
armed, but have leaders who 
know how to apply armed force 
under the conditions presented 
to them in Cuba. Such training 
takes time as well as co-ordin- 
ated effort. 

. . - 

THE TRAINING of jet pilots 
also takes time and effort. For 
the Castro regime to acquire a 





well trained jet air force would 
greatly enhance the “clear and 
present danger” to its neighbors 
around the Caribbean. It would 
also make the supply and sup- 
port of any counter-revolutionary 
force much more difficult than 
at present. 

We should always keep in 
mind that Cuba is an island. 
Arms and supplies sent to Castro 
by his Communist friends must 
come by sea. Little can reach 
him by air, since the Soviet Un- 
ion does not possess a long-range 
air transport capability which 
can operate across the Atlantic. 

But arms and supplies sent 
into Cuba by anti-Castro ele- 
ments may originate almost any- 
where in the Caribbean area, and 
air transport—even with com- 
paratively out-of-date planes— 
can help a great deal for these 
short flights. 

a . 

HOWEVER, a well-trained jet 
air force in Castro’s hands could 
make such operations hazardous 
if not impossible. It could also 
offer a direct threat to neighbor- 
ing countries where anti-Castro 
efforts might be based. 

Such a Castro air force could, 
of course, be destroyed easily 
enough by direct United States 
intervention. Supply of Castro’s 
regime by sea could be cut off 
easily enough by a United States 
blockade of Cuban ports. 

It may be that President Ken- 
nedy and his advisers have de- 
cided that these stern measures 
must be taken only if no other 
effective means of eliminating 
the Castro-Communist infection 
in the heart of the Western hem- 
isphere can be found. 

But it is also likely that Wash- 
ington still entertains hopes that 
the job can be done by means 
not involving the direct employ- 
ment of United States forces. If 
so, the time factors implicit in 
the situations described above 
will have to be kept carefully in

Maximum Per Diem Rates 
Change in Overseas Areas 


WASHINGTON — Maximum 
per diem rates for civilian em- 
ployes for travel outside the 
United States have been changed 
in 15 overseas areas, the Bureau 


of the Budget has announced. The 
new rates were effective 1 April. 

Changes reflect increases in all 
but one area and rates appear for 
certain areas for the first time. 
Some areas appear as independ- 
ent states, having been grouped 
under the name of a colonial power 
previously. 

Rates for Venezuela show a 
decrease compared to the former 
listing. The maximum per diem 
rate for Caracas is now $23 com- 
pared with $28 previously. The 
rate for Maracaibo went from $22 
to $23. For all other areas in 
Venezuela the rate decreased from 
$22 to $18. ‘

RATES for France showed slight 
increases. The rate for Paris in- 
ereased from $15 to $17. In the 





Alpes Maritimes Department, in- 
cluding Nice, the rate is now $15 
compared with $14 previously. 
Fontainebleau and Marseilles have 
a rate of $17. Seine et Oise De- 
partment has the same rate. All 
other areas in France now have 


rates of $13 conipared with $11 
previously. 


The Central African Republic 
and the Republic of Chad, both 
previously listed under French 
Equatorial Africa, have rates of 
$20 and $23 respectively. The Re- 
public of Congo, previously listed 
under French Equatorial Africa 
climbed from $14 to $20. 

The per diem rate for Guatemala 
has risen from $14 to $16. 

The Republic of Gabon, listed 
before under French Equatorial 
Africa climbed from $14 to $21. 
Kenya is listed for the first time 
with a rate of $11. Lebanon has a 
rate of $13 compared to the old 
rate of $12.

A NEW EXECUTIVE order sett-

WASHINGTON—Faster, 


more direct processing of 


soldiers returning from Europe for discharge, separation or 
reassignment in the U.S. became an accomplished fact this 


week. 


After months of preparation and 
gradual shifting of facilities, the 
Army put its new East Coast 
separations center at Fort Hamil- 
ton, N. Y., into full operation. The 
new separation center is manned 
and equipped to handle virtually 
all soldiers arriving from Europe 
in a matter of several hours. 

One-day processing of soldiers 
has been a goal of the Army for 
some time, and last year it began 
to approach the limits of possibil- 
ity. Delay of several days and 
sometimes weeks at a processing 
center has been recognized by of- 
ficials as a nuisance and a waste 
of time and money—both for the 
Army and the soldiers concerned. 

Officials recognize that ex-sol- 
diers are often the Army’s best 
salesmen or worst critics, and they 
are determined to do as much as 
possible to leave them with a good 
impression of the Army on their | 
way out, so that they will be the | 
former rather than the latter.

LAST SUMMER a three-hour 
processing system was introduced 
on the West Coast for soldiers re- 
turning from the Far East. At the 
same time, the Army began shift- 
ing its separations activity from 
Fort Dix, N. J., to Fort Hamilton, 
N. Y., for soldiers coming home 
from Europe. The shift was more 
complicated and has taken better 
than six months to accomplish. But 








fa of this week, Hamilton will 
handle almost all returnees. 

In order to process soldiers 
through in a matter of hours in- 
stead of days, most of the pre- 
.separation work is done in Europe 
before the soldier departs his final 
station. His records are then sent 
by air to Fort Hamilton—about 
the same time he is getting on the 
boat for New York. 


By the time he arrives, all of 
the paperwork is finished and he 
need only spend a couple of hours 
signing the papers, getting a last- 
minute briefing and picking up his 
final pay check.

THOSE SOLDIERS who return 
from Europe by air will have to 
wait longer, as their papers arrive 
|at Hamilton at the same time. But 
|most soldiers are. returned to the 
| States by ship. 

In the past month, officials at 
Hamilton have had a few difficul- 
ties and have had to hold men 
|over longer than expected because 
|their papers—mostly medical rec- 
| ords—were not in order. But more 
detailed instructions have gone out 
to all European installations which 
are expected to clear up this prob- 
lem quickly. 

As soon as this is done, the age- 
old Army tradition of time-consum- 
ing, nerve-wracking delays at 
separation centers should really be- 
come a thing of the past.

orbital series progresses, the man | 
aboard will take on more work in- 
side the capsule.

ALSO as part of the Mercury 
program—the U.S. effort to orbit 
and return a man—NASA is car- 
rying out tests of the Air Force’s 
Atlas missile. This missile will take 
over where the Redstone exits and 
help orbit the first full-fledged 
U.S. spaceman. This flight is set, 
according to NASA, for “late this 
year or early next year.” 

Although the prestige factor has 
become foremost in many minds, 
NASA reminded Army Times that 
the Mercury program was original- 
ly set up to develop space tech-

2. Reclassification to a lower 
skill level MOS in the same three- 
digit provided the individual’s cur- 
rent pay grade and NCO/Specialist 
status is authorized for the lower 
skill level by standards of grade 
authorization (AR-611-201 or AR 
611-202); or 

3. Reclassification to another 
MOS at a skill level] commensurate 
with the individual’s pay grade and 
NCO/Specialist status. Personnel 
in pay grades E-5, E-6 and E-7 will 
not be classified into an MOS listed 
as surplus in DA Circular 611-15. 

A new 611-15 giving the degree 
of severity of shortages in MOSs 
and listing those that are surplus 
will be issued by the Army soon, 
probably in about 10 days or so.

IF RECLASSIFICATION to a 
lower skill level of the same three- 
digit MOS or to another MOS is ap- 
proved, the classification authority 
will:

IN 1960, the mobile weapon car- 
ried a miniature television station 
on a flight at White Sands Missile 
Range. The TV equipment was de- 
signed to enable a ground com- 
mander to see the actual target 
damage inflicted by a missile. 

Housed in a small capsule, the 
camera was ejected from the Red- 
stone in flight. While drifting to 
earth, the camera took pictures 
of the missile warhead and result- 
ing damage. 

More than 50 Redstones have 
been successfully fired. As part of 
a periodic check of Redstones as 
they come off the production line, 
the Army last month successfully 
fired one at Canaveral .

they give and indorsers know the 
total rating score given the rated 
officer. 

@ Personal qualities of rated of- 
ficers are “standardized”. 

@ Narrative ratings are limited 
generally to performance of duty. 

@ DA Form 67-5 can be properly 


| filled out only if the rater and in- 


dorser use AR 623-105 as an in- 
struction booklet, keeping it at 
hand during the completion of each 
report for which they are respon- 
sible. 

~ ~ 

THE NEW SYSTEM requires 
both formal and informal counsel- 
ing. Para. 2c of AR 623-105 now 
says: 

“A distinction is made between 
officer efficiency reporting . . . 
and counseling. These two perform- 
ance appraisal functions are per- 
formed by rating officers separate- 
ly but are coordinated ... 

“Counseling should be performed 
both as the need occurs and in a 
systematic, orderly interview cov- 
ering an overall appraisal. Counse!- 
ing starts on the day the officer 
reports for duty and seeks to bring 
about improvement at the time and 
when the need is observed. It will 
not be deferred until the formal 
counseling session or until effici- 
ency reports are due. 

“A formal session will normally 
be held four months prior to the 
time an efficiency report is due. 
At that time, the rating officer will 
arrange a personal interview with 
each officer he rates (or, when dis- 
tance would preclude, communica- 
tion through correspondence) and 
will enumerate such deficiencies 
as he may have observed, giving 
positive suggestion for improve- 
ment and further development. The 
efficiency report form may serve 
as a checklist as an aid in coun- 
seling.” 

id + 

DA FORM 67-5 permits rating 
an officer at any point from 22 to 
240. Rater and indorser can deter- 
mine that they give the score they 
intend. 

“The scored numbers have been 
provided raters and _ indorsers,” 
paragraph 21f (2) (a) of AR 623- 
105 reads, “to eliminate the most 
common objection to previous rat- 
ing forms, that of rating officials 
commenting that they never know 
what numerical evaluation they 
were giving the rated officer when 
they indicated their categorical 
performance rating.” 

The numerical rating comes from 
scoring Part IV (Personal Qual- 
ities), Part VI, (1) (Overall Dem- 
onstrated Performance) and Part 
VI, (2) (Estimated Potential) of 
DA Form 67-5. Both parts are on 
the reverse of DA Form 67-5 which 
is reporduced with this article. 

The minimum score that can be 
made on Part IV is 0, the maximum 
20, with the rating officer and the 
indorsing officer each able to give 
a maximum of 10. The minimum 
score can be given in Part VI (2) 





is 2, the maximum 20, again with 
the rater and the endorser each 
able to give a maximum of 10. 
> 

THE MINIMUM that can be giv- 
en on Part VI (1) is 20, the maxi- 
mum 200, with the rater and the 
indorser able to range from 10 to 
100 each. It is therefore obvious 
that in the new form demonstrated 
performance outweighs both per- 
sonal qualities and estimated po- 
tential by at least five to one and 
by as much as 10 to one or more. 

DCSPer officials would not say 
how much weight under the pres- 
ent system besed on DA Form 67-4 
was attached to potential, how 
much to demonstrated perform- 
ance, how much to estimated per- 
formance of other duties (scored 
‘n DA Form 67-4, the Officer Ef- 
ficiency Report form being replac- 
ed in the new system, and unscored 
in DA Form: 67-5), how much by 
vromotion potential (dropped in 
DA Form 67-5) and how much to 
traits, qualities and characteristics. 

Part VI (1) introduces a new de- 
vice. It shows by pictorial repre- 
senation the “normal” distribution 
of 100 officers in the active Army. 


“It is imperative that it be un- 
derstood,” it is explained in para- 
graph 21f (2) (a) of AR 623-105, 
“that while this diagramatic dis- 
tribution may ideally apply Army- 
wide or to larger groups of officers, 
it is unlikely that it will apply to 
small groups or a specially selected 
group of officers at any given 
echelon.” 

* * . 

NEVERTHELESS, it should be 
noted that, under this diagram and 
assuming that there is in fact a 
“normal distribution” of officers in 
the Army, only one percent of all 
officers in the Army should be 
rated by the rater and the indorser 
each at 100, two percent at 90, four 
percent at 80, 13 percent at 70. 
Thirty percent of the officer corps 
should be rated" at 60 and 30 per- 
cent at 50, meaning that 60 percent 
of the entire officer corps should 
be expected to rate as “excellent”. 

Paragraph 21f (3) (d) explains: 
“Most officers on extended active 
duty indicate a potential for per- 
formance of duties at the next 
higher level of command or staff. 
S.me, by their display of abilities 
and qualifications, clearly reveal 
that they could be expected to per- 
form competently and effectively 
in command and staff assignments 
at two levels above the one in 
which they are presently assigned 
duties. These officers should be 
scored in the highest of the two 
numerical brackets for this cate- 
gorical rating (‘excellent’). Those 
who barely indicate their capacities 
for greater responsibilities at the 
next higher level should be marked 
in the lower bracket.” 

Distribution of officers below the 
categorical level of excellent in a 
“normal” situation repeats that of 
those above; that is, 13 percent 
rate a 40, four percent rate a 30,

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Army Lab

WASHINGTON — What 
makes a wound heal slowly? 
Or quickly? Why does a 
wound heal in the first place? 
Why do people die of severe 
shock? What roles do bac- 
teria play in the response to 
radiation injury? What can 
be done to stop dysentery? 
Can a way be found to stop 
possible infection -during an 
operation ? 

These questions and many others 
similar in scope and importance to 
the Army and medicine, are every- 
day concerns to the people assign- 
ed to the Department of Germfree 
Research at the Walter Reed Army 
Institute of Research. 

Located on the second floor of 
au obscure looking building at 
Walter Reed, the germfree lab is 
believed to be the only military lab 
of its kind in the world. Does Rus- 
sia have a lab like this? No one 
seems to know. 

Headed by Dr. Stanley M. Leven- 
son, an_ internationally known 
scientist, the germfree unit adds 
up to 11 civilians, three Army 
Medical Service officers, and one 
enlisted man. 

“We study problems of impor- 
tance to military medicine which 
cannot be studied by ordinary 
methods,” explains Dr. Levenson, 
the soft-spoken lab director. “‘This 
is because we can control environ- 
ment. The bacteria and other 
micro-organisms always present in 
ordinary laboratory animals — and 
man — exert uncontrolled and ill- 
defined effects and complicate re- 
sponses in health, illness, injury. 
With the germfree laboratory we 
can control environment and study 
animals free of germs... or ani- 
mals contaminated with selected 
bacteria.” In this fashion, the germ- 
free lab can determine the influ- 
ence of specific micro-organisms in 
a variety of experimental condi- 
tions concerning radiation injury, 
burns, shock and infections. 

Dr. Levenson is quick to point 
out the benefit of this type of re- 
search to the Army. As he explains 
it, the big question in military 
medicine research is this: “What 
can be done to ensure the health 
and save the lives of men before, 
during and after combat? Soldiers 
must know that if they have to en- 
ter combat they will get the best 
medical care possible.”

WALKING into the germfree 
laboratory for the first time, stain- 
less steel tanks quickly catch the 
eye because popping out of these 
tanks — and similar plastic tanks 
— are grotesque arm-length rub- 
ber gloves. 

Medics in the lab push their 
arms into these outstretched gloves 
to work inside the sterile tanks 


that serve as home for guinea pigs, | t 


rats, mice, chicks and small pigs. 

These animals are completely 
different from ordinary animals be- 
cause they are free of bacteria and 
other micro-organisms. In _ other 
words, they do not have any of the 
germs that man and other animals 
live with every day. 

The animals breathe sterile air, 
drink sterile water and eat sterile 
food. The air is sterilized through 
tubes containing spun glass. Food 
and water is sterilized by steam. 

The tanks also have what is 
called a “germicidal trap” for en- 
tering chemicals which cannot be 
sterilized by steam because they 
would be destroyed by the heat 
(for example, vitamin C). Capt. 
Robert Sheehy and Lt. Bud Ten- 
nant, the two laboratory supervi- 
sors, explained that the germicidal 
trap is also used for entering fer- 
tile eggs to hatch and provide 
germfree chickens, turkeys and 
other birds. Mammals are obtained 
initially by Caesarian section per-

formed in a specia] germfree op- 
erating tank. These germfree mam- 
mals later breed and produce germ- 
free young. 

In the case of rats and mice, the 
sterile young have to be painstak- 
ingly hand-fed around the clock 
for several weeks. Several genera- 
tions of germfree rats and mice 
have been maintained at this lab 
and other similar labs, notably the 
Lobund Institute at Notre Dame 
University, the pioneering institu- 
tion in the germfree field in this 
country. A special series of bac- 
teriologie tests, conducted at least 
once a week for each steel or plas- 
tic isolator, assure the Walter 
Reed scientists of the “microbial 
status” of the experimental ani- 
mais. 


* . * 


THE WAY these Caesarian sec- 
tions on germfree animals are per- 
formed should prove enormously 
beneficial when translated to the 
hospital for operations on human 
beings. 

Despite aseptic techniques now 
practiced as a matter of routine in 
hospitals, “clean” operations too 
often end in wound infections. 
These infections are caused partly 
by contamination of the wound by 
infectious organisms coming from 
the noses and throats of the surgi- 
cal team and from the air circulat- 
ing in the operating room. But with 
the use of germfree plastic isola- 
tors, humans can be operated on in 
an environment free of germs, just 
as laboratory animals are now op- 
erated on in the germfree labora- 


ory. 

Maj. Maria La Conte, first Army 
nurse ever assigned to the lab, and 
Sgt. Thomas Winkler, operating 
room technician, are also working 
with Dr. Levenson in research on 
a large plastic “bubble,” as Leven- 
son explains it, that may serve as 
an operating room for the soldier 
in the near future. 

The soldier will not enter this 
bubble nor will the surgeon or his 
assistants. The bubble will rest 
gently on top of the soldier lying 
on a stretcher or table and the 
surgeon will operate through the 
plastic. The surgeon and his assis- 
tants will be in helmet-jacket com- 
binations which are part of the 
plastic isolator wall. 

These isolators offer the possibil- 
ity that sterile operations can be 
achieved in the field. As Dr. Leven- 
son points out, “an operating en- 
vironment could be pre-packaged.” 

An isolator could also be used 
in wards for patients most suscep- 
tible to infections, or for a patient

who has a severe infection, mean- 
ing one that you would want to 
isolate from the rest of the hospi- 
tal. For these two uses of the isola- 
tor, a patient would, however, be 
inside the isolator. This work is be- 
ing carried out in collaboration 
with P. C. Trexler of the Univers- 
ity of Notre Dame. Development of 
these isolatorg will lead to radical 
changes in hospital techniques and 
practices. 
” * . 


A SEEMINGLY CASUAL ques- 
tion to- Dr. Levenson concerning 
the laboratory’s work regarding 
infectious diseases, of major im- 
portance to the Army, resulted in 
a reply that might be best de- 
scribed as a freshman course in 
the history of medical research 
relating to infectious diseases. 
Levenson, an articulate cum laude 
Harvard Medical School graduate 
who has taught surgery in a num- 
ber of top-rank medical schools, 
does not have it in his nature to 
give a quick, incomplete answer 
to a question that has involved 
medical research men since the 
time of Louis Pasteur. 

In part, he replied: “Almost 
as soon as bacteria were discov- 
ered, the question was raised as 
to the effects and significance 
of the bacteria present in all of 
us ... For example, we know that 
a baby fed on breast milk has bac- 
teria in its intestinal tract that 
are strikingly different from a 
bottle-fed baby. Is this why the 
breast-fed baby seems to be more 





resistant .to certain infectious 
diseases? 

“This is most important from the 
Army’s point of view, as we dis- 
covered during the Korean War 
when hemorrhagic fever reached 
epidemic proportions for our 
troops. Yet Koreans were not 
anywhere near as infected. What 
was the resaon for this? With the 
germfree animal we have a tool 


to study this.” 


Levenson paused and grinned as 
he indicated that. the solution of 
the problem has many complica- 
tions. “Animals react differently. 
Germfree pigs moving into non- 
sterile air will die, But rats will 
not. We want to study this. It 
concerns the problem of natural 
resistance. We are also workinz 
on a chemically defined diet, free 
of dead bacteria.”

diers by a shorter, more colorful 
term, is being studied by the 
germfree lab in collaboration with 
Dr. Samuel Formal, Col. Helmuth 
Sprinz and Dr. Gustave Dammin, 
allt of Walter Reed. Shigellosis, 
one of the bacterial dysenteries, 
is complex, too complex to attempt 
to explain in this article, but let 
it be known that these men are 
making important strides in mak- 
ing the problem less complex. 

Cirrhosis of the liver is one of 
the leading causes of death in 
America. The view had been that 
experimental dietary cirrhosis is 
an infection conditioned by dietary 
deficiency. And if this were so, 
dietary cirrhosis should not de- 
velop in germfree animals. But 
it does. In fact, the Department 
of Germfree Research, in collabo- 
ration wtih the National Insti- 
tutes of Arthritis and Metabolic 
diseases, has shown that dietary 
liver- cirrhosis occurs even faster 
in germfree rats than in ordinary 
laboratory rats. 

These experiments put an end to 
the theory that this form of liver 
cirrhosis is an infection condition- 
ed by dietary deficiency. The ex- 
periments also showed that the 
ordinary animal is relatively ‘“pro- 
tected from the ill effects of such 
deficiency in his diet.

THE LAB hopes to have mon-

Answers to urgent problems re- 
lated to battlefield wounds, shock, 
burns, irradiation injury, wound 
healing, chemical and _ bacterio- 
logical warfare, infectious diseases, 
nutritional diseases and space ex- 
ploration are only some of the an- 
swers being sought at this unusual 
place. 

And anyone listening to Dr. 
Levenson reel off the experiments 
using germfree animals, experi- 
ments that will prove of enormous 
value to man, soon realizes that 
this is anything but an ivory tow- 
er project. The germfree labor- 
atory is attempting to protect the 
most valuable item in the military 
budget — the fighting man, what- 
ever his service, whatever his job.

AF Engine in Short Order 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.—LOST: 
One 3300 pound jet engine from a 
disabled Air Force pomber. 


FOUND: One 3300 pound jet 
engine after two 101st Avn. Bn. 
helicopter pilots arrived on the 
scene. 

Following an explosion at 20,000 
feet on 20 March, the jet engine 
and 16 feet of a wing from a B-47 
Stratojet bomber separated from 
the aircraft and plummeted into 
a stream bank near Stewartsville, 
Ind. The damaged bomber landed 
safely. 

_After five days of fruitless 
searching for the engine by Civil 
Air Patrol, Indiana State Police 
and Air Force authorities, the 
10ist Avn. Bn. received a request 
to aid in the search. That same 
afternoon, two ielicorier pilots 
from the battalion’s Combat Avn. 
Co., flying an H-13 Sioux, found 
the engine less than five minutes 
after beginning tHe search. 

Located in the thickly wooded 
stream bed, the engine had not 
been detected even though five 
previous searches of the same 
area had been made. -The pilots, 
lst Lts. Larry Osborne and Robert 
Powell, noticed a glint of silver in 
the woods, landed, and investigat- 
ed on foot. They found the en- 





gine in two pieces, one embedded 
in mud and the other about 150 
yards away. 

Maj. Robert Crain, head of the 
Air Force investigating team at 
the scene, commended the two 
Army aviators for their alertness 
and said, “Your extremely fast re- 
action to our call for aid and the 
excellent and @fficient results in 
accomplishing your mission saved 
many hours and possibly days of 
continued searching.

WHILE THE ARMY says that 
the new system will be used for 
100,100 active duty officers, this 
figure: includes some 10,100 war- 
rant officers 

Applying the “diagramatic dis- 
tribution” to the commissioned of- 
ficer corps only, we find that no 
more than 900 officers should be 
rated at 100 or 10 by either_the 
rater or the indorser, that no more 
than no more than 1800 officers 
should be rated at 90 or 20, that 
no more than 3600 officers should 
be rated at 30 or 80. Of the 90,000 
officers in the Army, 77,400 are 
expected to be rated between 70 
and 40. 


In addition, for those 5400 of- 
ficers rated 10, 20, 90 or 100, the 
new system requires written justi- 
fication by rater and indorser when 
one of these four scores is given. 
It also suggests that in the other 
areas of Form 67-5, support be ap- 
parent for giving so high or low a 
rating. 

“Previously computed OEI,” ac- 
cording to paragraph 25b, “will 
continue to be used as one item of 
information for DA personnel ac- 
tion agencies to consider as is true 
of all items of record in an of- 
ficer’s complete Adjutant General 
201 file. The significance of the 
OEI will decrease, however, as each 
eurrent annual rating cycle is com- 
pleted and the OEI will ultimately 
be dropped inasmuch as the most 
eurrent information concerning an 
officer’s performance has the great- 
est value in the planning of his 
eareer.”

THE EFFICIENCY SCORES re- 
sulting from reports “have been 
. designed to facilitate processing 
and using of efficiency files by 
personnel management agencies 
when taking personnel actions on 
officers,” according to paragraph 
24a. “However, the scores are 
never used as the sole basis for 
any personnel action . . . Their 
principal use is that of a broad 
screening device as a first step in 
isolating a usuable number of ef- 
ficiency report files from a much 
larger group of files so that a man- 
ageable unmber of officer records 
can be segregated for detailed 
study and analysis.” 

For this purpose the use of a 
standardized scoring system, which 
converts raw scores to a “curve” 
will not be necessary. Officers are 
to be ‘Scored against a standard, 
set subjectively in the mind of the 
rater. 

Paragrph 24b points out that a 
high or low efficiency score is not 
“the sole criteria for an officer’s 
service worth” and that “consid- 
erable weight is given to other 
elements of efficiency reports 
which furnish information on level 
of responsibility of assigned duties, 
rising or declining effectiveness, 
circumstances under which duties 
were performed, development at- 
tained in on-the-job training and 
formzl schooling, demonstrated 
growth potential, self-improvement 
activities, commendable accomp- 
lishments and unfavorable disci- 
plinary actions.” 

DCSPer officials said that 
Department of the Army would 
monitor the scores resulting from 
use of the new DA Form 67-5 to 
insure against the development of 
inflation in ratings. The goal is 
to prevent the compression at the 
top which cuts down the ability 
to discriminate between officers 
and distorts the meaning of the 
descriptive adjectives and the high- 
er scores. This is one of the weak- 
nesses of the present system which 
the new system is designed to over- 
come. 

However, officials could not or 
would not explain how inflation 
will be prevented nor what steps

Ill respectively. DA Form 67-5 


is designed so that rater and indorser must refer to and make 
use of AR 623-105 in filling it out. The new form is expected 


to facilitate job rating. 


Another reason for  prohib- 
iting the showing of completed re- 
ports to the rated officer is an 
attempt to emphasize the necessity 
for counseling as a continuing job 
for the rater. To show the com- 
pleted report could be considered 
a substitue for a counseling session. 
This was felt to be undesirable by 
the Army staff. 

The privacy (not secrecy) of the 





efficiency report is protected by 
a series of safeguards which pro- 
hibits the retention of copies of a 
report or extracts therefrom in 
the field. DA Form 67-5 is, in most 
instances, to be made out in the 
original only with no copies or 
carbons. Officers will continue to 
be able to examine their records 
by visiting Department of the Army 
headquarters. This will include an 
inspection of DA Form 67-5.

Army Tests Electronic Checkout of Aircraft 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—Electronic 
checkout techniques similar to 
those used in missile launchings 
are being tested on Army aircraft 
to determine if the airplanes or 
helicopters are safe for flight, ac- 
cording to Col. John D. Crowley 
Jr., commanding officer of the 
Army Transportation Research 
Command here. 

Army-sponsored research into 
the feasibility of this concept is 
being carried out by the Bendix 
Corp. at York, Pa. under a con- 
tract with the research command. 

Known as Project ALARM, for 





Automatic Light Aircraft Readiness 
Monitor, the concept envisions the 
use of strategically placed sensors 
which detect levels of temperature, 
pressure and vibration to forecast 
electronically the condition of var- 
ious critical mechanical and struc- 
tural components. ALARM is de- 
signed to take the guess work out 
of routine aircraft pre-flight and 
post-flight checks. 

At the present time, extensive 
mechanical and visual checks are 
made on an aircraft before it is 
considered airworthy and in cer- 
tain instances a partial “tear down” 





must be accomplished when a mal- 
function is suspected. This con- 
sumes a considerable number of 
man-hours and adversely affects 
aircraft availability. Electronic 
monitoring can reduce this to a 
matter of minutes and in addition, 
remove the requirement for spe- 
cial skills on the part of inspec- 
tion and maintenance personnel. 
A most important by-product of 
such a system is the safety factor. 
Project Engineer G. T. Gosling 
feels that ALARM may eventually 
be able to predict a premature 
failure of a component or part 
long before it can cause a crash. 





Alarm works this way: Sen- 
sors are installed at critical points 
in the engine, transmission, drive 
shaft, bearings, propeller or rotor 
and at selected sites in the struc- 
ture. These are connected to a 
central control panel where the 
pilot or maintenance personnel can 
literally tell at a glance the “Go 
or No-Go” status of the aircraft. 
The ALARM system incorporates 
self-testing circuitry, which makes 
the system virtually fool-proof. 

At the present time, ALARM 
will simply tell the monitor opera- 
tor that “something” is wrong with 
the particular structural area or 





mechanical part of the aircraft. 
In the future, it may be possible 
to carry this further and report 
the actual condition of the struc- 
ture or component. 

Bendix is currently testing the 
system on one of the Army’s new 
turbine-powered helicopters. The 
goal, according to the project en- 
gineer, is to so design the system 
that pilots and crew members -will 
have every bit as much confidence 
in the electronic monitor as they 
already have in the conventional 
instrument panel indicators for 
measuring speed, altitude, oil pres- 
sure, etc.

HY DIDN’T GERMANY invade England 
in the summer of 1940? Why did Hitler 
tolerate a two-front war when he knew that 
was one of the gross mistakes of Imperial Germany in 
World War I? Why did Hitler keep a victorious army 
idle during the summer of 1940? Why did Hitler per- 
mit the British Expeditionary Force to escape at Dun- 
kirk to return to fight another day? 

Rear Adm. Walter Ansel, USN (Ret.), a combat 
officer in World War II, with years of Naval experi- 
ence and knowledge of amphibious operations, analyzes 
and develops these questions in his excellent book, 
“Hitler Confronts England.” Ansel has made a lasting 
contribution to our knowledge of World War II in his 
reflective and detailed writing. 

This is. no ordinary work, packed with wardroom 
cliches and staff college superficialities, but a thought- 
ful and penetrating journey into the German military 
minds made by a sea-going officer.

ANSEL has written an analysis for which there 
is a screaming requirement today in the United States. 

We are “hellbent” for where we do not know. 
Americans appear to be lacking in insight, have little 
or no foresight, and their hindsight turns out to be 
homogenized pap for universal consumption. As Ansel 
says, “We learn by doing,” because we have had un- 
limited resources and could indulge in experimentation. 
Those days are nearing an end. Ansel implies that 
“Professional warriors are setting themselves up again 
for another Pear] Harbor, unless they return to deeper 
probing with honest evaluation. 

Why didn’t Germany invade England in 1940? 
Primarily, because Hitler didn’t will to do so. “Much 
of this- war was fought more in psychology than with 
shells and bombs, notably between Hitler and Churchill.” 

Other influences in the conflict between Hitler and 
the English were his personal contact with Englishmen 

-in the flesh during the brisk fighting around Ypres dur- 
ing the First World War. “Adolf Hitler, that observant 
and sensitive young man, never forgot the bullet, nor 
the steadfast Tommie behind it. He noted their pride. 
They gave no quarter, nor wanted any.”

IN ADDITION, England was a partner, not an 
enemy in the Hitlerian mythology and he did not want 
to destroy her. And it is possible that Hitler was de- 
luded throughout the war by favorable misinformation 
from England. 

On July 16, Hitler signed Directive No. 16, which 
ordered initiation of physical preparations for Sea Lion 
(invasion of Great Britain). However, there is good 
reason to believe that Hitler also made the decision to 
invade Russia between July 23-25, 1940, when Sea Lion 
was only ten days old. The rest of the summer was 
spent in a psychological game with England. “Between 
them, Hitler and Goering worked up their own special 
air quackery in which the Hitlerian factor, stressing 
psychological effect, predominated. The vague gen- 
eralized concept of decision by air fright exerted un- 
told influence on the conduct of the war against Britain.” 
Goering’s grand air battle against England commenced 
Aug. 13, 1940.

GOERING’S AIR WAR was a failure. Britain never 
wavered and on Oct. 12, 1940, Sea Lion was scuttled 
forever. 

Could the Germans have made a successful landing 
on English soil? Or as the prevailing German quip of 
July, 1940 went, “If peace ever comes, we ought to really 
try this trick to see if it could have worked.” 

But Hitler never made the decision to invade 
England; Adis. Raeder constantly opposed the idea; 
Goering was always Hitler’s man; and the old soldier, 
Rundstedt’s comment was “Sea Lion, Rubbish.”

New Book Rounds Up 
Writings on Flying 


THE SAGA OF FLIGHT, an anthology 
edited by Neville Duke and Edward Lanch- 
bery. John Day Co., New York. $5.95.

HIS IS SOMETHING someone should have done 

years ago for lovers of flying literature. There 
have been collections of flying stories before but none 
with thes weep, the variety of the imagination of this 
one. 

It begins with a passage by Leonardo Da Vinci 
on the “Lessons of the Birds” and ends with a selection 
by Lt. Col. Frank Everest on “The ‘Why’ of Speed.” 
It is a collection of writings on flying, globe trotting, 
aerial warfare and air adventure from virtually every 
source. 

The contributors include men like the Wrights, 
Benjamin Franklin, Winston Churchill, Eddie Ricken- 
backer, Baron von Richtofen, Lindbergh, Ted Lawson 
(“Thirty Seconds Over Tokyo”), poet Ogden Nash, 
Admiral Byrd and are “Pappy” Boyington. 

There are many, many others seemingly poles apart 
in the pursuits for which they gained fame, but all 
having something to say about flying. 

If it were only an attempt to set down something 
said by all these people, it would still not be much 
of a book. 

But this one has the added appeal of skillful selec- 
tion and excellent editing. The result is a series of 
brief, varied and thoroughly compelling stories and 
comments, most of them in the words of fliers.

TV Still Baffles 
Mr. Kennedy

HOLLYWOOD—Even those who have had the most 
success with television are still baffled by it. 

“President Kennedy is an example,” says CBS newsman Howard 
K. Smith. “He has had great success selling himself via television, 
but considerably less success in selling his program.” 

“The President,” says Smith, “needs some new method for 
dramatizing on TV such issues as the Federal Aid to Education 
bill.” 

Smith, who recently was appointed chief correspondent and 
general manager of CBS’s 50-man Washington bureau, had a ring- 
side seat for John F. Kennedy’s biggest TV success, but saw two 
different Kennedys in action the same evening. 

“] was chairman for the first Kennedy-Nixon TV debate, and 
at the conclusion I felt that Nixon had won on points. But then 
I went back to my hotel and saw the tape replay on a TV set, and 
realized that Kennedy’s air of confidence and ease was more im- 
pressive than what either man had said,” Smith explains.

IN RETROSPECT, Smith believes that Richard Nixon’s ill-at- 
ease performance on the first debate resulted from the knowledge 
that he had made a tactical mistake by agreeing to the TV debates 
in the first place. 

One of Smith’s own immediate responsibilities in this baffling 
game of television is to erase the impression that NBC and Huntley- 
Brinkley have grabbed the lead from CBS in the field of news. 

“T have great respect for both Dave Brinkley and Chet Huntley,” 
Smith says graciously. “I still believe, however, that with Doug 
Edwards we have a better nightly news program than the Huntley- 
Brinkley program. We are about even in the ratings, too.” 

Huntley and Brinkley blossomed into new fame during the 
1960 political conventions.

Troops to Receive 
Better Searchlight 


FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A new military searchlight de- 
veloped by the Engineer Research and Development Labora- 
tories here is one-half the size of the current model but has 


twice its range and intensity. 


Trailer mounted, the new 30-inch 
general purpose light will replace 
the present standard 60-inch truck 
mounted unit. The new searchlight 
uses a high intensity liquid-cooled 
carbon arc mechanism with a 30- 
inch parabolic reflector to produce 
450 million peak beam candlepow- 
er with a beam width of 3.25 de- 
grees. It can be operated from the 
trailer or easily unloaded by two 
men and operated from the ground. 
The searchlight is towed by a jeep. 

Tests of the new light have been 
completed by the Army Artillery 
Board at Fort Greely, Alaska, for 
evaluation there. 

According to current estimates, 
the searchlight will be available to 
troops by 1963.

THE NEW SEARCHLIGHT is 
designed to indirectly light a bat- 
tlefield or other areas under sur- 
veillance. This is accomplished by 
aiming the light upward over the 
area to be illuminated and using 
the downward ‘scatter of light by 
particles in the atmosphere. 

Power for the searchlight is fur- 
nished by a lightweight, air-cooled 
gasoline engine driven, 400 cycle 
AC generator, the output of which 
is rectified to DC by the use of 
silicon diodes. This generator is 
also trailer-mounted and is towed 
by a %-ton 4x4 truck. 

Continuous operational periods 
of from six to nine hours are ob- 
tained by the use of a disk nega- 
tive- electrode and joined posi- 
tive electrode rods. 

Aluminum has been used exten- 
sively in the construction of both 
the searchlight and generator, re- 
sulting in weights of 1200 and 2600 
pounds for the searchlight with 
trailer and the generator with 
trailer. 

Strong Electric Co., Toledo, 
manufactured the light for the lab- 
oratories. 


Search Machine 
Fastest Known 


EL SEGUNDO, Calif. — A new 
machine which can automatically 
search a 32,000-page file and pro- 
duce desired information in less 
time than it takes to drink a cup 
of coffee has been developed by 
FMA, Inc., the firm has announced. 

Called FileSearch, the machine 
combines new advances in optical 
and electronic techniques and is 
able to retrieve stored information 
from micro-filmed files at the fast- 
est rate known, FMA claims. 

Because the system stores 32,000 
standard-sized magazine pages on a 
single reel of microfilm, FileSearch 
can accommodate over 1,600,000 
pages of information — enough to 
crowd 40 four-drawer file cabinets 
—in a single file cabinet. When in- 
formation is desired the machine 
automotically searches the micro- 
film reels at the rate of 6400 pages 
a minute, making copies of the 
requested material. 

With FileSearch, a researcher 

can locate in a few minutes all 
‘the data on a specific subject 

from an accumulation of thous- 
ands of pages or reports or docu- 
ments. In an average working 
day he can obtain. selected data 
from over three million pages on 
file. 

George S. Fenn, FMA president, 
said FileSearch has been designed 
to meet the need for an economic 
and practical system of information 
storage and retrieval. The price of 





the system — slightly over $100,- 
000 — is far below that of any 
other system capable of automatic- 
ally performing such comprehen- 
sive information storage and re- 
trieval, he said. 

FMA, Inc. has already estab- 
lished production schedules for 
FileSearch. Sale of the first 
system has been made to the 
Navy’s Bureau of Ships, Wash- 
ington. 

The FMA FileSearch system is 
basically composed of a recording 
unit and a retrieval unit. The 
recording unit photographs files of 
documents along with a description 
of each document’s contents which" 
is coded in the form of opaque 
spots. These are stored together 
on reels of microfilm. 

Unlike any other information 
handling system, FileSearch — 





from its request card input to its 
printed hard copy or film output— | 
is integrated into a single console | 
(71x55x50 inches) except for a re-| 
cording camera and simple index- 
ing machine. No associated units | 
such as computers, card readers, | 
etc. are required.

WASHINGTON — The total as- 
sets of the 4530 active national 
banks in the United States and 
possessions on Dec. 31, 1960 


A| amounted to $139.3 billion accord- 


ing to Comptroller of the Currency 
Ray M. Gidney. The total assets 
showed an increase of $6.6 billion 
over the amount reported by the 
4542 banks on December 31, 1959. 

Deposits of the banks on Dec. 
31, 1960 were nearly $125 billion, 
an increase of $5.273 billion dur- 
ing the year. Included in the de- 
posit figures were demand de- 
posits of individuals, partnerships, 
and corporations of $63 billion, 
an increase of $635 million, and 
time deposits of individuals, part- 
nerships, and corporations of $37 
billion, an increase of $2.376 bil- 
lion.

MERICAN photography may yet realize the dream of 
decades for an active center in which the medium, as 
art and as craft, may display its achievements, both past and 


present, and provide spring- 
board for its further strivings 
toward its potentials. 

Hope for such a center took 
shape with a recent announcement 
by the Museum of Modern Art 
(New York) that it was aiming 
for a $600,000 fund to finance the 
Edward Steichen Photography 
Center in the museum’s projected 
new wing, the completion of which 
was expected by 1964. 

The decision to name the cen- 
ter after America’s dean of 
photography was made public 
at a recent dinner celebrating 
his 82d birthday and as a pre- 
lude to the opening of the retro- 
spective exhibition reflecting his 
life-long devotion to photography. 

Steichen has been head of the 
museum’s Department of Pho- 
tography since 1947, following a 
notable wartime career as chief 
of aerial photography. 

Plans for the Steichen center 
are still in the tentative stage, of 
course, but enough details have 
been broadly agreed upon to indi- 
cate what its character and goals 
will probably be. 

In general terms it will be the 
first all-embracing meeting place 
for the exhibition, study and dis- 
cussion of photography’s rapidly 
developing function as a means of 
communication affecting practically 
every phase of modern living. Spe- 
cifically, it aims mainly for these 
facilities: 

@ 1, A permanent photographic 
gallery, in which 150 photographs 
will be continuously on display, 
and changed frequently. 

@ 2, A photography room for the 
use of the public interested in 
examining the museum’s photo- 
graphic collections and providing 
adequate means for staff study of 
portfolios submitted by photogra- 
phers for comment, exhibition or 
acquisition by the museum. 

@ 3, Expansion of the museum’s 
reference resources and provision 
for reading and study space by all 
who may be interested in various 
phases of photegraphy.

INCLUDED among the museum’s 
exploratory plans are the presenta- 
tion of major loan photography 
shows (in addition to the regu- 
larly changing exhibitions), and 
exhibits to demonstrate and to 
illustrate the possibilities inherent

and the provision of facilities for 
conferences, round table discus- 
sions, and lectures by phototogra- 
phers, critics, and others. 

Steichen’s retrospective exhibi- 
tion, which will be on display on 
the museum’s first floor at 11 West 
53rd Street, New York City, to 
May 21, is an eloquent demonstra- 
tion of the diversity of interests 
that such a center may encompass. 
At the same time, and essentially, 
it is a summary of one man’s in- 
spired and life-long involvement 
in the medium. 

His show of more than 300 photo- 
graphs, picked by him from his 
files of 30,000 negatives and prints, 
traces his activities from about 
the turn of the century, when, 
while still in his twenties, he was 
one of the leading workers in the 
artistic photographic techniques in 
vogue in those years. Other sec- 
tions of the show reflect his work } 
in portraiture, experiment, war 
photography, and magazine illus- 
tration. 

Laymen across the world know 
Steichen best as the creator of the 
1955 “Family of Man” exhibition 
at the Museum of Modern Art. The 
show has been seen since then by 
7,000,000 persons in 37 countries 
and is still going strorg. 

For many photographers who 
have followed his series of group 
shows at the museum he 
primarily a teacher. 

Cash prizes totaling $1,000 are 
offered in a photographic contest 
announced by the Mt. Washington 
Carriage Road Centennial Commit- 
tee.

ner of numerous nuclear test ban 
control stations located throughout 
the world. i - m 


AS THE delegates to the nuclear 
treaty talks were conferring in 
Geneva, the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System: sent a television writer- 
photographer team to explore the 
maze of intricate recording devices 
at the seismic station just east of 
gate 20 at the Center, 

Heading-the team was Phil Shef- 
fler, a writer for the CBS docu- 
mentary TV show, “Eyewitness to 
History.” 

In explaining the capabilities of 
the station to the television news- 
men, the supervisor, J. Gautreau, 
stated that the sensitive instru- 
ments could detect earth tremors 
anywhere in the world, but that 
the successful detection of a shock 
would depend upon its intensity. 

The area is ideally suited to the 
task because of the hard rock for- 
mations which are vital for the 
installation of equipment. 

Gautreaux added that the artil- 
lery rounds that impact on the 
Sill range are also recorded, but 
they are easily recognized and 


. don’t interfere with the operation. 


Located in the foothills of the 
Wichita Mountains, about 15 miles 
northwest of Lawton, the site was 
selected because of the availability 
of buildings and vaults in the area. 

The Geotechnical Corp. station 
manager said, “We record on the 





average of 15 earthquakes per day 
here and our instruments are sen- 
sitive enough to pick up a vibra- 


tion the size of 1/1000th of a hu- 
man hair.”

THE OBSERVATORY comprises

Army Spends 
$135 Million 
In Hawaii 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, Ha- 
waill—The Army in Hawaii con- 
tributed a net in appropriated 
funds of over $135 million to the 
economy of the state of Hawaii 
during calendar year 1960. 

To make up the total, the pay of 
all personnel amounted to almost 
$67 million. Of this amount, active 
Army personnel received almost 
$31.5 million; civilian employes 
over $23 million; Army ROTC, 
Reserve and National Guard pay- 
rolls amounted to over $2 million; 
and allotments to military de- 
pendents came to over $10 million. 
Retired military personnel resid- 
ing in Hawaii received almost $1 
million. 

Completing the appropriated 
fund total, the Army paid out over 
$67 million for supplies, equip 
ment and services in Hawaii dur- 
ing 1960. 

Nonappropriated funds expended 
came to a total of over $12.5 mil- 
lion, almost $3 million of which 
went to pay personnel working in 
Army post exchanges, special serv- 
ices activities, clubs and open 
messes. Almost $10 million worth 
of nonappropriated funds went for 
supplies, equipment and services 
for the post exchange, clubs and 
Open messes.

For those readers who are 
making a collection of foreign 
recipes, here is one for South 
American style potato salad. 

Ingredients: 6 potatoes, 2 hard 
boiled eggs, 3 tablespoons olive oil, 
6 Spanish olives, garlic dip (as for 
potato chips—or garlic salad dress- 
ing mix), small package of Phila- 
delphia cream cheese, lettuce, salt 
and pepper. 

First, decide on the dish you are 
going to use to prepare the salad. 
It must be flat and large enough 
to hold 12 small balls of mashed 
potatoes. Cover the dish with the 
lettuce leaves, saving the center 
for decoration. 

Boil potatoes with salt. Peel and 
mash with one tablespoon olive oil. 
When well mashed, form them into 
12 small balls. Place them on top 
of the lettuce and prepare your 
sauce in this way: 

Mix garlic dip, Philadelphia 
cream cheese, one egg yolk and 
the remaining tablespoon olive oil. 
When well mixed cover the pota- 
toes with this sauce and start deco- 
rating with the Spanish olives and 
slices of the other hard boiled egg, 
plus the remaining white. Place 
the center of the lettuce on top of 
everything to finish the decoration.

HAMILTON AF BASE, Calif. —

Over 20 buildings of Camp Rey- 
nolds continue to defy the ele- 
ments and the swift passage of 
years, Except for glassless win- 
dows, they appear as solid as the 
day they were built.

“Wagons H-o-0-0-0!” was called |
